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“No Way, Jose” Says Pennington! 
Rezoning Not a Necessity

Councilman Ellis Pennington, at a 


recent meeting, said that he will refuse 


to vote for a new rezoning of land near 
Leroy Street in Romulus. 

It seems that some residents in that 

area are unhappy with new homes be- 
_ing built by a developer (Byrne Benson) 
“which sell for under $100,000, and want 
the City to rezone the land so that no 
building under 1,100 square feet can 
“be built. 

When the problem was first brought 
before the City Council, one of the Coun- 
cilmen, William Wadsworth, stated that 
he would like to see the area rezoned to 
R1A, which would mean that the homes 
now being built could not be rebuilt if 
more than 51% of the home were de- 
stroyed by fire or other causes. Accord- 


ing to Mayor Beverly McAnally, it was . 
also alleged by Wadsworth that Byrne | 


Benson had perpetrated a fraud on the 
people by building a smaller house. 
There was a public meeting held, 
and tempers flared on both sides of the 
issue, but Pennington held his ground 


-~---efirmly. 


In a recent interview with Council- 
man Pennington, he said, ‘I was elect- 
ed by a majority of the people, but that 

~does not mean | have to vote the way the 
majority wants me to if | think it would 
be bad for the citizens of this city. This 


is not going to be a popular issue, and 
very likely my vote will be very unpop- 
ular, but, just because of a few, | am 
not going to make life miserable for 
the rest of the people in other parts of 
this town.” 

What it really boils down to, accord- 
ing to Pennington, is that some of the 
people in the Meadows subdivision think 
that the new homes do not meet with the 
standards they (the residents) require to 
live in that particular subdivision. 

According to Mayor McAnally, the 
developer has exceeded the require- 
ments of the City in building these new 
homes, and there is no reason for any- 
one to be ashamed of them. She said, 
“There are many, many homes in that 
sub that are 900 square feet or less, and 
also throughout the City. Many homes 
would also become legal nonconform- 
ing uses. | have never believed that the 
size of an individual’s house had any- 
thing to do with the quality of the per- 
son who lives there.” 

On the other hand, there are resi- 
dents who feel that these new homes 
will, in fact, decrease the value of their 
property. 

There have been civil-rights move- 
ments for years, fighting for people to 
be able to live where they want to as 
long as they can afford it, and that is 


only right. 

You must understand that these 
are not ghetto homes that are being 
built. They are actually nice starter 
homes for young people — homes they 
have not been able to afford until now; 
homes that are not too large to be taken 
care of by a young couple when both 
of them are working, or by older people. 

It seems that if a few people, includ- 
ing some Council members, succeed 
in rezoning the property in question, 
this city could be set back a hundred 
years in the way people will be allowed 


to live in Romulus. 

Frankly, a move to rezone the prop- 
erty as anything other than what it al- 
ready is could lead to possible political 
suicide, and | don’t see too many Coun- 
cil members willing to take that chance. 

Councilman Pennington should be 
commended on his stand against re- 
zoning the property in the Meadows. 
“There are those who will not tell you 
the truth,” he said, “and, once you have 
told alie, you must continue lying. But 
one thing is for sure: the truth will stand 
while the world burns.” (1

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City Made Right 
Move on 255

The City of Romulus absolutely 
made the right move with regard to the 
Flight 255 gathering each August 16, 
the anniversary of the second most 
deadly air crash in the history of our 
country. 

For some strange reason, the TV 
stations like to ride with the wind on 
stories, and the wind would seem to 
be blowing against the City of Romulus 
and its officials! 

To bring you more into focus on 
what | am talking about, some of the 
relatives and friends of the victims of 
Flight 255 are claiming that the City of 
Romulus passed a resolution requiring 
them (and, they think, only them) to 
obtain insurance and make a deposit 
for cleaning up the area after their pub- 
lic gathering at Middle Belt and I-94. In 
fact, at the time of the passing of the 
resolution, there was more involved in 
this decision than just the families of 
255. There were other organizations at 
the time planning marches, sit-ins, etc., 
and the City foresaw some possible 
problems with lawsuits, police protec- 
tion, and clean-up. Flight 255 was not 
the only problem. The TV stations, how- 
ever, as well as some of the friends and 
relatives of the victims, would like to 
see the heads of some of the City offi- 
cials roll. 

| don’t think anyone with a heart can 
say they don’t feel sorry for the families, 
friends, and victims of that terrible flight, 


but let's get real and put the blame for 
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the problems square on the shoulders 
of the ones to whom it belongs. 

Number one and foremost, the City 
of Romulus did not own the plane that 
killed so many people, and not one City 
Official piloted the plane. It just so hap- 
pens that the plane belonged to North- 
west Airlines, it was piloted by a North- 
west Airlines pilot, and the property it 
crashed on was, and still is, Wayne 
County property, although the Romulus 
City Police patrol that area. 

Now, doesn’t it seem obvious that, 
if anyone were to blame for this mishap 
and misfortune, it most certainly would 
not be the City of Romulus or the Mayor 
or the City Council members or the 
Treasurer or the City Clerk or you asa 
reader of this article? 

The passengers were on a North- 
west Airlines plane. It was their plane 
that crashed. It should be Northwest 
that should take the brunt of all this 
criticism, and not the City of Romulus. 

Yes, once again, | feel as bad about 
the victims and their families as anyone 
else, but in situations such as these, 
you must first learn to use your head 
instead of your heart. 

If it appears that anyone should be 
liable. for furnishing protection, both 
police and safety, it should, without 
wonderment, be Northwest Airlines. If 
anyone should make sure that the site 
is cleaned up, it should be Northwest 
Airlines. The second most logical peo- 
ple to be held responsible should be 
the County of Wayne and the Sheriff 
Department — not Romulus and our 
police department.

all kinds of new pipelines along Middle 
Belt Road pertaining to the Airport; the 
County has all kinds of money to police 
the Airport; the County has all kinds of 
money to build new towers and runways 
... but doesn’t it seem strange to you 
that they evidently do not have the 
money to fund police patrols on Middle 
Belt every August 16? Doesn’t it seem 
rather strange that the County has the 
money to do what appears to be just 
about anything they want to do, but they 
evidently do not have the money toclean 
up and resurface Middle Belt Road and 
some of the other roads surrounding 
the Airport that are their responsibility? 

The fact is, the City of Romulus at- 
tempted to give the families and friends 
of Flight 255 a piece of property to build 
amonument on, and they flatly refused 
it. Other offers have been made to that 
same group, which they have flatly re- 
fused. They would much rather blow 
smoke where they have no business 
doing so — at the City and Administra- 
tion of Romulus. 

The County gets a very real portion 
of our tax dollars, and, as far as | can 
see, they do very little around the Rom- 
ulus area with those dollars. Northwest 
Airlines asked for assistance from our 
city with their Airport expansion.

This is a Northwest Airlines and 
Wayne County problem — let them take 
care of it. | can readily tell you that, if 
you or the family and friends of those 
victims ever saw the pictures of those 
victims, they might not be so willing to 
remember any part of that crash, and 
they might let their loved ones rest in 
peace and, most of all, just remember 
them as they were when they were alive. 


If you have any doubts about the 
Airline’s responsibilities, ask them to 
play for you the conversation contained 
in the black box that was recovered. 

Congratulations to the Fathers of 
the City. You did what you had to do, not 
only because of 255, but because of 
others, as well. 

We cannot build monuments or 
designate gathering areas for everyone 
killed in an airline crash, car fatality, or 
fire fatality. We can all have compas- 
sion... but let it stop there.

Dear Tom: 

| just read your recent article sum- 
marizing a recent Romulus School 
Board meeting and wanted to pass on 
some minor corrections, for your infor- 
mation. | realize that you are only report- 
ing what happened at the meeting, and 
cannot be responsible for misstate- 
ments made by those whom you are 
covering, but perhaps you can use this 
information in covering subsequent 
meetings. 

First, the Romulus School Board’s 
attorney should probably have advised 
them that state law only allows abat- 
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ement of taxes for new industrial facil- 
ities, expansions or investment in new 
manufacturing equipment. Abatements 
cannot be granted for commercial, of- 
fice, residential or any other kind of new 
development, except industrial. Abate- 
ments simply reduce the amount of in- 
crease that the taxing jurisdictions 
would receive; they do not decrease tax 
revenues. As for Header Products, state 
law allows firms to apply for abatements 
up to six months after construction 
has started. 

Next, the Downtown Development 
Authority plan does not involve “tax 
relief” for property owners. All property 
owners would continue to pay the same 
amount in taxes, with or without adop- 
tion of the DDA’s program. Under DDA’s 
plan, needed public improvements in

the downtown area would be paid by 
tax increment financing, which simply 
means that DDA would capture aportion 
of the additional tax revenues generated 
from new development or increased 
valuations in the downtown area.

Senator William Faust (D-Westland) 
and State Representative James A. 
Kosteva (D-Canton) announced today 
that the Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation supports the City of Belle- 
ville’s two-staged plan to maintain traf- 
fic on the Belleville Bridge during the 
construction process. ~~ 
“The department originally received 
only one estimate from the Wayne 
” County Department of Public Services 
to detour traffic during construction,” 
said Representative Kosteva. “After 
consideration of the economic impact 
on the community, the City of Belleville 
then submitted a bid for maintaining 
traffic at the river crossing by using a 
two-staged construction process.” 





The economic impact study of the costs 
to the local economy if the bridge traf- 
fic should be detoured was also sub- 
mitted to the department. 

“Based on the costs given in the es- 
timates,’ declared Senator Faust, “the 
department supports the two-staged 
process because the savings gained by 
detouring traffic are negligible when 
compared to the economic loss to the 
community.” 

Their recommendation now is sent 
to the Federal Highway Administration 
for final approval. 

Faust and Kosteva congratulate the 
Michigan Department of Transportation 
and hope that the Federal Highway 
Administration also places the econom- 
ic impact on the Belleville Community 
above a small financial savings.

all kinds of new pipelines along Middle 

Glass must be sorted into clear 
glass, green glass, and brown glass, 
and, if at all possible, should have no 
Paper on it. 

Sooner than you may think, this will 
be an everyday way of life. We have just 
played too long, and now it is getting 
close to pay-time. What’s the old say- 
ing? If you wanna dance, you gotta pay 
the fiddler! | guess we’ve danced just 
about long enough. 

According to Mayor McAnally, soon- 
er or later, all cities will be forced to get 
rid of their waste in the manner just 
described to you, so | guess we might 
as well get used to it now. 

Cans should have the top and bot- 
tom cut out of them, and then should 
be mashed as flat as you can get them 
with the lids inside of the can. 

Plastic containers will be accept- 
ed only if there is a recycle logo witha 
Number 1 or Number 2 imprinted in the 
plastic. No other plastics will be taken. 

All glass, cans, and plastic must 
be clean. 

Sooner or later, we will be forced 
to dispose of waste materials in almost 
the same manner as that being set up 
at City Hall. We'll have containers for 


newsprint, containers for paper that is 


of a “slick” or “shiny” stock, containers 
for recyclable plastics, containers for 
nonrecyclable plastics, at least three 
containers for glass (clear, green, and 
brown), containers for grass clippings, 
and so on.

Point of Law 





by Murray A. Duncan, Jr., Attorney 

There is a statutory waiting period 
of 180 days from the time a divorce is 
filed to the time a divorce is granted if 
there are minor children involved. The 
waiting period for a divorce in marriages 
where there are no children is 60 days. 

The reason for the waiting periods 
is to give the parties involved every op- 
portunity to save their marriage. 

Michigan has no-fault divorce. If 
one party wants a divorce, the other 
party cannot stop the divorce from be- 
ing granted. The party who does not 
want the divorce may contest property 
and custody issues, but may not con- 
test the divorce itself. 

An attempted operating under the 
influence of liquor (OUIL) conviction 
results in two points on a driving record 
and, possibly, a suspension of driving 


privileges. An attempted OUIL is a con- 
viction resulting from a plea bargain 
with the prosecutor. Prosecutors and 
courts do not favor attempted OUIL 
plea bargains, and these are only of- 
fered in unusual fact situations. 


The more common plea bargain is 
to reduce an OUIL to an operating while 
visibly impaired (OVI). An OVI results in 
four points on a driving record and a 
minimum 90-day suspension of driving 
privileges. An OVI is usually offered to 
first-time offenders.
